To authorize the city of Omaha to raise one hundred thousand dollars to secure 
a railroad bridge across the Missour river, at Omaha. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Council and House of Represen- 
tatives of the Territory of Nebraska, That the city of Omaha, in the 
territory of Nebraska, is hereby authorized and empowered to raise 
any amount of money, not to exceed the sum of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars, which shall be necessary for the purpose of securing 
a railroad bridge across the Missouri river, at the city of Omaha, 
which amount may be appropriated and expended in such manner 
and for such purposes as the city couneil of said city may deem 
just and requisite to secure the objects and purposes contemplated 
by this act; and to that end the said city of Omaha, in its corpo- 
rate capacity, may take and subscribe for capital stock in ahy com- 
pany or corporation that now is or may be hereafter organized for 
the purpose of constructing a railroad bridge across the Missouri’ 
river at Omaha, to any extent not exceeding the aforesaid sum of 
one hundred thousand dollars. 

Src. 2. Before such subscription to the capital of such com- 
pany is made, the city council, by resolution for that purpose, shall 
direct the mayor to make the same, specifying the amount thereof; 
and the said city of Omaha shall be represented in said company 
by the mayor of said city in the same manner as individual mem- 
bers of said company are represented therein, but all action of the 
mayor pertaining to the interest of the city in said company shall 
be under the control and direction of the city council. A certified 
copy of the articles of association, or act of incorporation of said 
company, together with the by-laws and regulations for the gov- 
ernment of said company, shall be filed in the office of the city 
clerk of the city of Omaha. — 

SEC. 3. The said city of Omaha shall have full power and au- 
thority to guarantee the feasibility of said bridge against the éni- 
croachments of the Missouri river, and may pledge its said stock 
for that purposé; provided, that said city of Omaha shall in no 
case be liable on such guaranty in any sum exceeding the amowit: 
of stock so pledged. 

_ SEC. 4. The city council of the city of Othaha is hereby atthor- 
ized and empowered to levy aind collect a special taxoi all the rea 
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and personal property in said city of Omaha, as the same shall be 
assessed and equalized for the year 1867, for the purpose of raising 
the amount contemplated by this act; and the same, when collected, 
shall be applied to the purposes contemplated by this act; pro- 
vided, the city council, in anticipation of the collection of said 
special tax, may appropriate such sum or sums as shall be neces- 
sary to carry out the purposes of this act, out of any money in the 
city treasury not otherwise appropriated. i 

SEC. 5. As soon as practicable after the return and equalization 
of the assessment list for the year 1867, as provided by law, the city 
council, by resolution for that purpose, shall levy the necessary tax 
contemplated herein, and the city clerk shall make out a separate and 
distinct list of the tax herein provided for, equally against all the 
property assessed as aforesaid, and shall deliver the same to the 
city collector, with the warrant of the mayor for the collection of 
said tax indorsed thereon, on or before the twentieth day of May 
following, and take a receipt of the collector for the same, specify- 
ing the character and aggregate amount of said tax, and the col- 
lector shall be chargeable with the whole amount of said tax. The 
tax so levied and assessed shall be a perpetual lien upon the prop- 
erty whereon the same is levied. On the receipt of said tax list, 
the said city collector shall give at least ten days notice, by pub- 
lishing the same in a newspaper printed in Omaha, that said tax ` 
list is in his hands for collection, and that in case said taxes are not 
paid within thirty days thereafter, the property on which the same 
is levied shall be sold for the payment of such tax. After the ex- 
piration of said thirty days, the city collector shall sell all real 
estate in said city on which the said tax has not been paid, after 
giving thirty days notice of the time and place of sale, by publish- 
ing the same in some newspaper printed in the city of Omaha; 
provided, the said collector shall distrain and sell personal property 
for the payment of said taxes assessed thereon at any time after 
the first notice provided for in this act, in like manner as is pro- 
vided for distress and sale in the collection of other taxes. i 

SEC. 6. The person paying the tax penalty and costs for the 
,east quantity of the parcel of land or property offered, shall be 
deemed the highest bidder, and the same shall be struck off to 
him, and the collector shall make out and deliver to the purchaser 
a certificate therefor in the usual form. The collector may adjourn 
such sale from day to day until all of the property on which such 
tax is delinquent shall be sold. The city of Omaha may become a 
purchaser at such sale, the same in all respects as a private indi- 
vidual. . 

Seo. 7. All real estate, estates for years, and tenements, shall © 
be primarily liable for the payment of the tax imposed thereon, 
and personal property shall be primarily liable for the payment of 
personal taxes. 

Sec. 8 Any time before the expiration of one year after such 
sale, the owner of any real estate sold for the payment of such de- 


t 
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linquent taxes, may redeem the same by paying to the collector, for 
the use of the purchaser, the tax, penalty and costs of sale, together 
with fifty per centum interest per annum on the same from the day 
of sale. 

Sec. 9. After the expiration of one year from the time of sale, 
if not redeemed as provided herein, the collector shall execute, ac- 
knowledge and deliver to the purchaser a good and sufficient deed 
of conveyance of the real estate so purchased; and said deed shall 
vest in the purchaser the same estate the owner had in the prem- 
ises; and said deed shall be prima facie evidence of the regularity 
of all the proceedings required by this act. 

Sec. 10. Before any person, company or corporation shall in- 
stitute or maintain any suit or pioceeding, in law or equity; to re- 
strain or in any manner interfere with the levy and collection of 
said tax, or enjoin or interfere with the sale of any property for the 
payment of any such delinquent tax, such person, company or cor- 
poration shall first pay into the city treasury the full amount of 
such delinquent tax, penalty, interest and costs against the prop- 
erty to be affected by such suit or proceeding. 

Sec. 11. No suit or proceeding shall be commenced, or action 
maintained in law or equity, aiter the expiration of eighteen 
months from the day of sale of said property, for the recovery of 
the possession of said property, or in any manner affecting the 
regularity of such proceedings, or the validity of such sale; and 
the title to said property shall thereafter become absolute in the 
purchaser thereof at such sale. 

SEC. 12. The city council of the city of Omaha shall have power 
to make and enforce all such rules and regulations as it shall deem

To authorize the city of Bellevue, in Sarpy county, to raise money to aid in the 
construction of a railroad bridge across the Missouri river. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Territory of Nebraska, That it shall and may be lawful, 
under the conditions and restrictions as hereinafter limited for the 
city of Bellevue, ia the county of Sarpy, to danate and pay to the 
company undertaking the construction of a railroad bridge across 
the Missouri river at any point within the limits of said city, for 
the purpose of aiding in the construction of the same, any sum not 
exceeding one hundred thousand dollars; or, if the city council 
otherwise prefer the said sum or any part thereof may be appropri- 
ated and donated to the company constructing a railroad from any 
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point within the limits of said city to connect with the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad. : 

SEC. 2. The bonds shall be issued and signed by the mayor in 
his official capacity, and shall be countersigned by-the recorder of 
said city, and shall be issued in sums of not less than three hun- 
dred dollars, nor more than one thousand dollars, which bonds 
when-issued shall bear interest from the date of the same at any 
rate to be fixed by the city council, not exceeding ten per cent. per 
annum. 

Src. 3. The bonds to be so issued shall be payable at the expi- 
ration of twenty years from the date of the issuing of the same, but 
the city council shall have the right and privilege of redeeming and 
paying off the same or any part thereof, at any time before the 
same become due and payable, and whenever funds can be properly 
provided therefor; and the interest shall be paid on said bonds 
semi-annually, or annually, as the city council may provide and 
direct. 

SEC. 4. It shall be the duty of the city council to provide by 
taxation, or otherwise, a sufficient sum to discharge the accruing 
interest when the same becomes «aue and payable; and at the expi 
ration of ten years from the date of the issuing of said bonds, it shall 
be the duty of the city authorities to provide by taxation, or other- 
wise, a sum equal to ten per cent. of all the indebtedness arising 
on said bonds, exclusive of the interest due on the same; which 
sums when so provided shall be applied in payment of the bonds 
or any part thereof. 

SEC. 5. It shall be duty of the mayor and recorder to issue and 
deliver the said bonds to the extent provided for herein as soon as 
the said bridge or the said railroad shall be completed, or be- 
fore the completion of the same, if the city council shall otherwise 
direct, and should the city council so otherwise direct, then it shall 
be the duty of said mayor and recorder to execute and deliver the 
same as directed by said city council. 

SEC. 6. Any of the officers herein named, whose duty it is un- 
der the provisions of this act to do or perform any act or thing 
herein required, failing, or neglecting, or retusing to perform the 
duties enjoined on him or them, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and, on conviction, shall be fined in any sum not exceed- 
ing one thousand dollars, and imprisoned in the county jail not 
exceeding six months.

To authorize the common council of the city of Plattsmouth to raise money to 
erect a central or high school building, and for other purposes. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Territory of Nebraska, That the mayor and common 
council of the city of Plattsmouth shall, by virtue of their office, be 
commissioners of the school house fund in and for said city, and in 
common council shall perform all the duties of such commissioners, 
and shall possess all the rights, powers and authority, and be sub- 
ject to the same restraints of township boards of education in the 
several townships of this territory, for the purpose of raising money 
required for erecting, purchasing and leasing school houses and 
procuring sites therefor, and the fitting up and furnishing thereof, 
and the alterations in or additions to the present or future school 
buildings, required for any of the purposes authorized by this act. 

Sec. 2. That the recorder of said city shall be the clerk of the 
mayor and common council thereof, when acting as commissioners 
of the school house fund of the said city, and shall perform all the 
duties of township clerk of the several townships of this territory 
as clerk of the board of education of such township. 

SEC. 3. That in all appropriations of public money for school 
purposes, the city of Plattsmouth shall be taken and considered as 


! 
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a township of the county of Cass, and shall be entitled to all books 
in the same manner as other townships in said county, and all such 
moneys or books shall be paid or delivered to the treasurer of said 
city to be used and appropriated for school purposes in said city, 
on the order of the board of education of said city, as hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec. 4. That all the common, graded and central schools or- 
ganized within the city of Plattsmouth shall be public and free to 
all children residing within the city, over the age of five years and 
under the age of eighteen years; that the board of education of 
said city shall, on or before the first day of March, in the year 1867, 
and each year thereafter, make an estimate of the amount of 
money that will be necessary to support the school system of said 
city for the next succeeding year, commencing on the first day of 
April, and certify the same to the city council of said city, and 
shall, within five days thereafter, file the same with the recorder, 
and the common council, by a vote of the majority of all the coun- 
cil elected, are hereby authorized to include in the general annual 
city tax list such additional sum as in their opinion, with the pub- 
lic school moneys for the year, will be sufficient to support the 
school system of said city, and to defray the expenses of all the 
schools under the charge of such board of education. The moneys 
thus raised for school purposes, together with all moneys received 
from other sources for such purposes, shall constitute a separate 
fund to be kept by the proper officer or.officers of said city, and 
the moneys of this fund shall not be appropriated or directed to 
any other purpose whatever. : 

Src. 5. That the common council of the city of Plattsmouth 
shall have the power, and it shall be the duty, whenever it may be 
necessary, to be determined by the certificate of the board of edu- 
cation of said city so to do: 

Hirst. To designate and purchase or lease in said city all necces- 
sary sites for school houses therein, and to improve and fence the 
same, as to them shall appear suitable and proper. ~ 

Second. To order, from time to time, a tax to be levied upon all 
the taxable property in said city, sufficient to pay all sums as they 
may have expended, or may deem necessary to be expended for 
such purposes in this section above specified, not exceeding ten 
mills on the dollar ın any one year, ascertaining the valuation of 
the property to be taxed from the general assessment roll in said 
city. The moneys thus raised for school house purposes, together 
with all moneys received trom other sources for such purposes, 
shall constitute a separate fund, to be called the school house fund, 
and a separate and distinct account thereof shall be kept by the 
proper officer or officers of this city, and the moneys for this fund 
shall not be appropriated or diverted to any other purpose what- 
ever. ‘ 

Third. To make such by-laws and regulations as they may deem 
necessary for proper security and preservation of the school houses 
and other property owned by the city for school purposes. 
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Sec. 6. All taxes levied by the city council under the provisions 
of this act shall be upon the assessment as made by the precinct 
assessor, and shall be collected by the county treasurer in the same 
manner as other school funds. 

SEC. 7. The mayor and common council are hereby authorized 
and directed to raise by loan, in anticipation of the taxes, when 
deemed necessary, to be determined by a majority of votes cast by 
the legal voters of said city at an election to be held pursuant to 
law regulating the levying of special taxes, all moneys, not exceed- 
ing, in the aggregate, fifteen thousand dollars, required for erecting, 
purchasing, or leasing school-houses and procuring sites therefor, 
aud the fitting up and furnishing thereof, and for alterations in, or 
additions to, the present school buildings, that shall be purchased 
for that purpose or required for any other purposes authorized by 
this act. 

SEC. 8. That for the purpose of effecting such loan, the mayor 
and common council are authorized to issue the bonds of said city, un- 
der the seal of said city, signed by the mayor and countersigned by 
the recorder, to the amount of fifteen thousand dollars, and no more, 
and bearing interest at a rate not exceeding ten per centum per an- 
hum, payable semi-annually, with coupous attached, redeemable in 
one, two, three, four, five and six years, to be paid off and redeemed 
out of the school-house fund hereinbefore provided. The mayor or 
common council shall not dispose of or convert any of the bonds 
authorized by this act at a greater discount than ten per centum, 
and every sale thereof by the mayor, or other agent of said city, at 
a greater discount shall be deemed a misdemeanor; the person 
making said sale shall be fined a sum not less than one hundred 
dollars, or more than five thousand dollars, and be imprisoned in 
the county jail for a term not less than twenty days, nor more than 
six months. 

Src. 9. That it shall be the duty of the recorder to enter in a 
book to be provided for that purpose, all of such bonds sold, to 
whom, the number, and to whom payable and for what sum sold; 
which book shall be kept as a public record, in his office, open to 
the inspection of any person. That ıf said recorder shall make any 
false entry therein, in respect to said bonds, or any of them, with 
intent to defraud any person or corporation, or to conceal any fraud-

It shall be the duty of said board of education, at least 
sixty days before the annual election of city officers, in each year, 
to prepare and report to the common council true and correct state-

money under and in pursuance of the provisions of this act, and 
during the preceding year, in which accounts shall be stated under 
appropriate heads: 

First. The money raised by the common council for school pur- 
poses under this act. 

Second. The school money received from the county treasurer 
from sources other than the city tax levied by the common council. 

Third. The school money received from other sources, specifying 
the same. . : 

Fourth. The manner in which said moneys have been expended, 
specifying the amount paid under each head of expenditures. 

The common council shall, thirty days before said election, cause 
said statement to be published once in each week. for three consec- 
utive weeks, in at least one city paper, the expense thereof to be 
paid out of the general fund of said city. 

SEC. 14. That the said board of education shall have power,

To have, in all respects, the superintendence, supervision and 
management of the schools of said city ; to adopt, alter, modify and 


repeal, as they may deem expedient, rules and regulations for the 
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organization and government of said schools, and for the purchase, 
sale, repair and safe-keeping of all school apparatus belonging to 
said schools. - 

Sec. 15. Whenever, in the opinion of the board, it may be 
deemed advisable to sell, or otherwise dispose of; any of the school- 
houses, lots, sites, or any of the school property belonging to said 
city, to report the same to the common council. ; 

SEC. 16. Said board of education shall prepare and report to the 
common council the sums necessary and proper to be raised under 
the provisions of this act, specifying the sums required for each of 
the several purposes therein mentioned, together with such other 
matters as they may deem necessary, or which the common council 
may by ordinance or resolution require said board to report upon. 

Sec. 17. The title of the school-houses, sites, lots, furniture, 
books, school apparatus and all other school property, shall be 
vested in the city of PlattSmouth, and the same, while used or appro- 
priated for school purposes, shall not be liable to be levied upon or 
sold by virtue of any warrant or execution, or other process, (ex- 
cept for debts contracted for school purposes), nor be subject to 
taxation or assessment for any purpose whatever; and the said 
city, in its corporate capacity shall be able to take, hold and dis- 
pose of any real or personal estate transferred to it by gift, grant, 
bequest, or devise, for the use of the schools of said city, whether 
the same shall be transferred in terms directly to said ‘city by its 
proper style or by any other designation, or to any person or per- 
sons or body, for the use of said schools.

lished in said city; and upon such sale, the mayor shall execute 
under’ his hand and seal of office, to the purchaser, a conveyance 
therefor duly attested by the re¢order; and the proceeds of such 
Sale shall be paid to the city treasurer for the use of the school- 
house fund provided for in this act. 

SEC. 19. The city treasurer shall execute a bond to the city of

To provide for the payment of certain bonds issued by the city of Omaha. 


SECTION 1. Beit enacted by the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Lerritory of Nebraska, That the city council of the city 
of Omaha is hereby authorized and required to levy and collect 
annually a tax sufficient to pay the interest accruing semi-annually 
after July 1st, 1867, on the bonds of said city, issued December 1st, 
1366, in favor of a loan for the benefit of the Cedar Rapids and 
Missouri River Railroad Company. 

SEC. 2. The city council of the city of Omaha is authorized and 
required to levy and collect annually a tax sufficient to raise a sum 
not less than ten thousand dollars, to provide a Sinking fund for 
payment of the principal of said bonds on or before the first day of 
July, 1870. ; 

SEC. 3. The said taxes shall be levied and collected upon the 
taxable property within the city of Omaha, in the. year 1867, and 
annually thereafter. until the principal and interest of said bonds 
shall be paid, and such taxes shall be levied and collected in the 
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same manner prescribed by law for the levying and collection of 
the annual taxes by said city. 

SEC. 4. The money collected each year by such tax shall be ap- 
plied first to the payment of interest on said bonds, and secondly, 
to the payment of the principal, in the following manner: 

The city treasurer of said city shall, annually, between the first 
and tenth days of July, after the year 1867, publish in a newspaper 
printed in Omaha, a notice stating the amount in his hands, appli- 
cable to the discharge of the principal of such bonds, and that he 
will receive sealed proposals up to some day named, not less than 
thirty, nor more than forty days from the first publication for the 
surrender of such bonds for payment. Such proposals shall remain 
sealed until the time for presenting them expires, and on opening 
them the treasurer shall award the money in his hands, to such 
holders respectively as have offered to surrender their bonds at the 
lowest price; provided, also, that no bid shall be considered, and 
no money paid above the par value or amount of the bonds. 

SEC. 5. The city treasurer shall forthwith cancel every bond 
paid by him as aforesaid, by writing across the face thereof, in red 
ink, legibly, the words: “ Paid in full this — day of —— A. D. 
18—, the sum of $ ,” (filling the blanks), and the said treas- 
urer shall within twenty days after such payment, report the same 
to the city council of said city, and the said city council shall cause 
the said bonds so paid to be destroyed. 

Sec. 6. If any officer shall knowingly and willfully fail to per- 
form any act or duty required of him by this aet, he shall, on con- 
viction, be fined in any sum, not less than fifty nor more than five 
hundred dollars, or be imprisoned in the county jail not less than 
thirty nor more than ninety days.

- Said county commissioners shall, Jointly and severally, be liable to 
said county in damages, to be collected by civil suit, for the amount

meanor, and on conviction thereof, shall be fined in any sum not |

Src. 4. It shall be the duty of the county clerk of said county, 
to enter in a suitable book to be provided for that purpose, all such 
bonds sold, to whom, the number, and to whom made payable, and 
for what sum sold, which book shall be kept as a public record in 
his office, open to the inspection of any person whomsoever. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be the duty of the county commissioners 
to levy a tax upon all taxable property in said county, sufficient to 
create a sinking fund for the final redemption of all bonds sold, and 
to pay the interest, in addition to the amount necessary to pay the 
current expenses of said county of Platte. - 

SEd. 6. The county commissioners shall, however, before nego- 
tiating such loan or loans, or issuing any bond or bonds, aS men- 
tioned in the preceding section of this act, call a special election in 
said county, at which election there shall be submitted to the vote 
$ of the electors of said county the question of said loan for the pur- 

pose aforesaid ; and shall cause public notice of said election to be 
given at least twenty (20) days prior to the day of holding the same, 
by printing said notice in the Platte Valley Journal, a newspaper 
published at Columbus in said county. And the advertisement 
Shall state the time and place for holding said election, and shall , 
also certify the amount proposed to be raised, and the precise pur- - 
pose and object for which it is to be expended. ‘The ballots cast 
shall be: “ For the loan,” and ‘* Against the loan.” 

The election shall be called under the provisions of this act, and 
the returns and abstract of the votes cast, shall be conducted in the 
same manner as is prescribed for conducting elections under the 
general laws of this territory ; and if it shall appear that a majority ` 
of all the legal voters vote for the loan, then it shall be the duty of 
the county commissioners to issue bonds as heretofore provided for 
in this act. 

SEC. 7. It shall be the duty of said commissioners to locate said 
court-house and jail within the corporate limits of the town of Co- 
lumbus, or upon some of the lawful additions made thereto prior to 
the location of the same. 

Sec. 8. The commissioners shall commence building said court- 
house and jail immediately after the election of the people favoring 
its construction, and after they receive propositions from the citi- 
zens north and south of the Union Pacific Railroad in Columbus, 
Platte county. ; 

Src. 9. The commissioners shall advertise for proposals to build 
said buildings, and after being advertised in the Platte Valley 
Journal four weeks, the lowest responsible party shall receive the 
contract or contracts to build said court-house and jail in Columbus 
in said county. 

Sec. 10. This act to take effect from and after its passage, and 
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all acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act are hereby repealed.

section line east of the guide meridian; running thence south on. 
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section line to north line of township eighteen, north of range nine 
east; thence west on township line to the Elkhorn river. 

SEC. 2. This act shall in no way interfere with the tenure to 
office or the duties in office of precinct, road, or school officers; but 
they shall continue to discharge their duties as they would have

Be it exacted by the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Territory of Nebraska, That the board of education of 
said Brownville City school district, in addition to the powers now 
conferred on them by law, shall have the farther power and author- 
ity, and it is hereby made the duty of said board vf education, for 
a period of five years and no more, from the passage of this act, to 
assess and levy from year to year a tax upon all the taxable prop- 
erty contained within the said city of Brownville, and also upon 
all taxable property contained within ‘the territory attached to said 
city of Brownville, for school purposes; said tax so to be assessed 
and levied as not to exceed in any one year, five mills on the dollar 
valuation. 
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The moneys thus arising for school-house purposes, with all 
moneys received for a like purpose, shall constitute a separate 
fand, to be called and known as the school-house fund; and a 
separate and distinct account thereof shall be kept by the treasurer 
of said board of education; and the money arising from said tax, 
for the purposes as aforesaid, shall not be ased or diverted to any 
_ other purpose whatever. 

Sec. 2. The board of edueation of said city of Brownville are 
hereby authorized and empowered to raise by loan, in anticipation 
of said taxes, any and all sums of money (not to exceed in the ag- 
gregate, for said five years, the sum of five thousand dollars), with 
all the interest thereon, or so mueh thereof of said sam of five 
thousand dollars, with the interest thereon, as by said board of 
education may be deemed necessary for the erection, furnishing 
and completing of said central or high school house. 

SEC. 3. That for the purpose of carrying into effeet the provi- 
sions of this bill, the said board of education of said Brownville 
school district are further authorized and empowered, for the pur- 
pose of effecting or negotiating said loan, to issue the bonds of 
said school district, under the seal of said board.of education, to 
the said amount of five thousand dollars, and no more, with in- 
terest therean at the rate of ten per cent. per annum, payable semi- 
annually, with coupons attached thereto, and redeemable in one, 
two, three, four and five years from the date thereof, to be paid off 
and redeemed out of the school-house fand heretofore provided for; 
which bonds, when so issued by said board, shall be signed by all 
the members of said board of education, and countersigned by the 
clerk of said board. 

SEC. 4. And it is farther enacted, that said board of edueation 
shall dispose of or convert into money any of said bonds, which, 
by the terms of this bill, they are authorized to issue, at no dis- 
count whatever; but all such bonds when sold by said board of 
education, shall be sold at their par value. And if said board of 
education, or any person for them, or on behalf of said board, shall 
sell or dispose of any of said bonds at less than their par value, 
they shall be deemed guilty of a crime, and shall be fined in any 
sum of not less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars; and 
all such bonds so illegally sold shall be absolutely void in the 
hands of every person whomsoever. 

It shall be duty of the clerk of said board of education 
to enter into a separate book provided for that purpose, all such 
bonds sold, to whom, the number thereof, and to whom payable 
and for what sum sold ; which book shall be kept as a public 
record, in his office, open to the inspection of any and all persons 
whomsoever. 

‘Phat if said-clerk of said board of education shall make 
any false entry therein with respect to any of such bonds, with in- 
tent to defraud said board of education, any person or corpora- 
tions, or to, conceal any fraudulent act-in relation to the sale or 
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transfer of any of said bonds, he or they shall be liable in a fine of 
not less than one hundred nor more than fiye hundred dollars, or 
imprisoned in a penitentiary not exceeding a period of three years.

Beit enacted by the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Territory of Nebraska, That all the alleys and streets in, 
between, and through the lots ahd blocks contained within the fol- 
lowing described limits, be and they are hereby vacated, viz: com- 
mencing at the northeast corner of block No. 67 in Brownville, in 
Nemaha county, Nebraska, according to the recorded plat thereof, 
and running thence due west, eight hundred feet, to a point in 
block No. (11) eleven in North Brownville ; thence due south, six 
hundred and eighty-four feet, to- the southwest corner of block (58) 
fifty-eight in Brownville proper; thence due east, eight hundred 
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feet, to the southeast corner of block (59) fifty-nine of said Brown- 
yille; thence due north, six hundred and eighty-four feet, to the 
place of beginning; containing blocks Nos. 58, 59, 67, and fractional 
block 68 in Brownville proper, and a part of blocks N os. 4 and 11, 
and all of fractional blocks Nos. 3 and 12, in North Brownville; 
and the title to said streets and alleys so vacated, shall revert and 
become vested in the owner or owners of the lots ‘adjacent thereto.

AN ACT 
To incorporate an institute for the deaf and dumb. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Territory of Nebraska, That Aurelius Bowen, A. L. 
Childs, E. H. Rogers, John S. Bowen, G. C. Monele and John Me- 
Pherson, be and they are hereby incorporated and made a body 
politic and corporate, with perpetual existence, by the name of the 
Institute for the Deaf and Dumb, with power to contract and be 
contracted with, to-sue and be sued, implead and be-impleaded in 
all courts and places wherein judicial proceedings are or may be 
had, to make and change a common seal, to adopt by-laws, rules 
and regulations with reference to the objects and duties of the cor- 
poration, to receive, have and hold, and grant, convey and sell 
property, real, personal and mixed, and use the same for the pur- 
pose of executing the powers conferred, and performing the duties 
required by the provisions hereof. 

SEC. 2. The number of directors shall not exceed six (6), exclu- 
sive of the principal, who shall ex-officio be a member of said board. 
The said directors shall be divided into two classes of three in each: 
those composing the first class shall be appointed for four years, 
and those of the second class shall be appointed for two years, and 
the successors of each class .shall be appointed for four years, No 
two of said directors shall be residents of the same county. As 
vacancies occur in the board; the remaining members of the board

of directors shall fill the same. 


Sec. 3. The said directors shall each be paid his traveling and‘ 
personal expenses going to and returning from meetings of said 
board, payments to be made out of the funds of said institute: on. 
order of the board. i f 

Seg. 4. No director, officer or agent of the institute shall be in- 
terested in any contract with the corporation, nor in the changing 
or exchanging of commodities of any kind whatever, nor shall any 
director be employed in or appointed to any office or place of emolu- 
ment in said institution. . 

So. 5. The said directors shall provide for leasing or renting 
ground and buildings for the use of the institution until suitable 
grounds are purchased, and buildings erected. They are also vested 
with power to appoint or ‘employ and remove or discharge at pleas- 
ure a principal, matron, teachers‘and agents, necessary to thé suc- 
cessfal operation of the institution, and prescribe and regulate their 
duties, and to fix the salaries or compensation of each. “3 
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Src. -6. The directors are authorized to appoint a secretary and 
treasurer, and to require of their treasurer bond and security con- 
ditioned for the faithful performance of his duties. 

SEC. 7. The sait directors shall meet quarterly for the transac- 
tion of business, and at such other times as the interest of the insti- 
tution may require. 

Src. 8. To enable the said directors to execute the provisions of 
this act, they are authorized te receive, have, hold, and use prop- 
erty of every description, as well as money from any county or cor- 
poration, or from any person desiring to aid in sustaining the insti- 
tution ; provided that whatever may be conveyed or donated to 
Said corporation shall be used as directed by the grantor or donor, 
if decepted, and for no other purpose. ' 

SEC. 9. The objeet of said corporation shall be to promote the 
intellectual, physical and moral culture of the deaf and dumb by a 
judicious and well adopted course of instruction, that they may 
be teclaimed from their lonely dnd cheerless condition, restored to 
Sotiety and fitted for the discharge of the duties of life. 

So. 10. All the deaf and dumb residing in Nebraska, of suita- 
ble agé and eapacity, te receive instruction, shall be admitted into 
and enjoy the benefits of said institution without charge. 

SEC. 11. Fhe said institution shall be located at Omaha, or 
within three miles of the eourt-house, and said directors are author- 
ized to purchase in the name of the corporation a lot or lots of land 
not.tess, in aggregate, than fifty acres on which to place the build- 
ings and improvements required for use. They are also authorized 
to erect necessary buildings and make necessary improvements ; 
provided that said land may be obtained in different parcels and 
at different times. 

SEC: 12. All moneys in the hands of the treasurer of said insti- 
tation shall always bé payable upon order óf the board. 

Rec. 13. The treasurer and principal shall make annual reports 
to the board of directors, who shall examine thé same at the first 
mneeting held in each year, as provided forin this act.

Shellhorne, 
AAA. Jordan, J. P. Lore, J. O. Peavey, W. D, Scott, W. A. Pres- 
som, C- W. Gildings, J. F. ©. McOasland, O. H. Gere and A. S. Stew- 
ert, be and they are. hereby appointed commissioners to receive 
subscriptions and to organize a company by the name and style of 
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the Pawnee County Coal Mining Company, and the owners of the 
shares herein authorized to be issued when the company is organ- 
ized, shall under the name and style as aforesaid have perpetual 
succession, and may purchase, hold and occupy, by any lawful 
means, estate, real and personal, and they may use, sell, lease, let, 
mortgage, transfer, and convey and otherwise dispose of the same, 
and may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, contract and 
be contracted with, and have and use a common seal, and the same 
may change at pleasure, and may make by-laws and regulations for 
the government of their affairs, and may have and use all the rights, 
powers and privileges, which are or may be necessary for them to 
have as a company incorporate for the purposes herein stated.

Src. 3. That the corporate stock of said company shall consist

nd are hereby authorized and empowered to have and to exer-

Supplementary to an act entitled “an act to incorporate the city of Brown- 
ville,” approved February 12, 1864. 

SECTION 1. Be tt enacted by the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Nebraska, That the . 
city council of the said city of Brownville, in addition to the power 
specified in the said act entitled ‘an act to incorporate the city of 
Brownville,” approved February 12, 1864, shall be and it is hereby 
empowered and authorized to issue bonds of the said city to raise 
money by the sale of said bonds, to be expended in improving the 
streets of said city by cleaning, grading, or paving the said streets 
in the manner and according to the provisions of this act. 

Src. 2. That whenever the mayor and council of the said city 
of Brownville shall be petitioned by a majority of the legal voters 
of said city, as shown by comparing the number of petitioners 
with the number of votes cast at the last charter election previous 
to said petition, to open, grade or pave, or otherwise improve any 
street or streets, or part of a street or streets, or walks and cross- 
ings thereof, the said city council shall cause the said improve- 
ments to be made so far as it shall be practicable, and shall cause 
the same to be done by contract, awarded to the person offering to 
do the same upon the best terms for the city, after advertising for 
proposals on said contract for at least one week by posting notices 
in at least three principal places in said city. - 

SEC. 3. That if it shall appear to the city council that the costs 
of said improvements petitioned for, as set forth in the second sec- 
tion of this act, will exceed the available funds which may be prop- 
erly appropriated to that purpose, the said council shall proceed to 
raise the necessary funds by pledging the credit of the city and 
issuing bonds therefor as hereinafter provided; provided, that the 
aggregate amount of bonds outstanding at any one time and issued 
by virtue of this act, shall not exceed six per cent. of the -total 
valuation of the real and personal property within the corporate 
limits of said city, shown by the valuation last assessed previous 
to the time of presenting said petition. . 
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SEC. 4. That whenever bonds have been issued for the purposes 
herein specified,.and according to the provisions of this act, the 
said city council shall each year levy a special tax on all the tax- 
able property, real and personal, within the corporate limits of said 
city, to raise an amount of money at least sufficient to pay the ac- 
eruing annual interest on said bonds, as the said interest shall be- 
come due, and also one-tenth part of the bonds outstanding; pro- 
vided, that said special tax shall not exceed the rate of ten mills 
on the dollar in each year, and shall be additional to all other taxes 
otherwise authorized to be levied, and also that the funds raised 
by said special tax shall be appropriated to no purpose whatsoever 
other than the payment of the said annual interest and the redemp- 
tion of said bonds. . 

SEo. 5. That the said special tax shall be assessed, levied and 
collected in the same manner as other taxes of the said city, and 
shall be a lien upon property within the city, the same as other 
taxes are according to the laws of the territory. 

Src. 6. That the bonds herein provided shall bear interest at 
the rate of ten per cent. per annum, payable annually, and shall 
have coupons attached for the interest thereof. The said bonds 
shall be signed by the mayor and countersigned by the clerk of the 
city, and when so signed shall be left in the custody of the treas- 
urer, who shall sell and issue the same, But said bonds shall not 
be sold at a greater discount than five per cent. less than their par 
value, and any sale of said bonds by the said treasurer or any per- 
son on behalf of the city, at a greater discount than five per cent. 
Shall be deemed usurious, and the person or persons so purchasing 
said bonds at a greater discount than five per cent. shall not be 
entitied to interest on the same, and in the redemption of the same 
shall not be entitled to a greater amount than was originally paid 
for the purchase thereof. 

So. 7. It shall be the duty of the treasurer of said city to enter 
in a suitable book provided therefor, all such bonds sold and to 
whom payable, which book shall be kept as a public record in his 
office, open to the inspection of any persons whomsoever. ° That if. 
said treasurer shall make any false entry therein in respect to such: 
bonds or any of them, with intent to defraud any person or corpo- 
ration, or to conceal any fraudulent or illegal act in relation to any 
such bonds, he shall be liable to a fine of not less than one thou- 
sand dollars, or imprisonment in a penitentiary not exceeding five 
years. : 

Sec. 8. The city treasurer shall give bonds to the city with good 
and sufficient sureties, to be approved by the city touncil, in a sum 
to be named by the council, not less than two thousand dollars, 
conditional for a faithful performance of the duties and trust per- 
taining to his office. l i 

Seo. 9. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. -

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AN ACT 
To incorporate Nebraska City. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Territory of Nebraska, That the following described ter- 
ritory, being the east half of section eight, fractional sections nine 
and ten, and the north half of the northeast quarter of section Sıx- 
teen, of township number eight north, of range number fourteen 


east of the sixth principal meridian, in. the county of Otoe, and ter- . 


ritory of Nebraska, and embraced within the original corporate 
limits of Nebraska City, South Nebraska City, Kearney City and 
Prairie City, together with all the additions which may hereafter 
be made thereto according to law, is hereby:declared to be a corpo- 
ration, by the name and style of Nebraska City. 

SEC. 2. The said city is hereby made a body corporate and poli- 
tic, and is invested with all the powers and attributes of a -munici- 
pal corporation, and. by that name may sue and be sued, plead and 
be impleaded, complain and defend in any court of record or any 
other legal tribunal; may have a common seal and may alter it at 
pleasure, and may acquire, purchase, hold, lease, sell and convey 
any estate, real, personal or mixed, for the use of the corporation. 

Src. 3. The legislative authority of said city shall be vested in 
a mayor and a board of six aldermen, and each ward shall be enti- 
tled to two aldermen, who shall reside in the ward from which they 
are elected. 

SEC. 4. The said mayor and beard of aldermen shall, on or before 
the tenth of April, 1867, divide said city into three wards, numbered 
one, two and three, which division shall be so made as to give to 
on ward, aS near as practicable, an equal number of resident 
electors. 

SEC. 5. The qualified electors of said city shall, on the first 
Monday of May, A. D. 1867, and annually thereafter elect a mayor, 
recorder, assessor,-treasurer, marshal, and at the election on the 
said first Monday in May, 1867, each ward shall elect two alder- 
men, one of whom shall be chosen for two years and the other for 
one year, and at each subsequent election one alderman shall be 
chosen in each ward to serve two years, to fill the place of the 
alderman whose term of office shall expire; and said aldermen 
shall be property holders in Nebraska City, and a majority. of said 
aldermen shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness. 

SEo. 6. Every legal voter of the territory who shall be an actual 
resident of the city at the time of an election, is declared to be a 
citizen of said city, and is entitled to vote at all city elections. 

SEC. 7. The election of city officers shall be conducted in the 
game manner as precinct elections. 

Suc. 8. No person shall be eligible to any elective office men- 
tioned in this act unless he be a legal voter of the city, and has 
been a resident six months in the territory, thirty days in the 
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county, and ten days in the city or precinct, next preceding his 
election. 

Szc. 9. It shall be the duty of the mayor to see that the laws 
and ordinances of the city are faithfully executed, and their viola- 
tion punished; to superintend and direct the official conduct of 
subordinate officers ; to sign and seal all commissions, licenses and 
permits granted by the city council, and to perform such duties 
and exercise such powers as pertain to the mayor of a city, and as 
may be granted or imposed by the council consistent with law. 

Sec. 10. For all elections for city officers the mayor shall issue 
a proclamation to the voters of the city, naming the time and 
places for holding such election, and the officers to be chosen, and 
cause a copy of the same to be published in all newspapers printed 
in the city, at least ten days previous to the day of election. The 
polls shall be opened between the hours of eight and ten in the 
forenoon, and continue open until four o’clock in the afternoon. 
Within two days after the election, the judges of election shall 
make out their returns to the mayor or president of the city coun- 
cil, as the case may be, who shall examine them at their next meet- 
ing, and cause an abstract of the votes to be recorded; and the 
mayor or president of the city council shall issue certificates to 
those who are elected to the several offices, notifying them of their 
election. 

Sec. 11. The city council shall be the judge of the election and 
qualifications of its own members; it may determine the rules of 
its own proceedings, and shall keep a record thereof, which shall 
be open to inspection of every citizen, ‘and it may compel the 
attendance of its members in such manner as it may adopt. The 
council shall hold at least two public sessions in each month, and 
may by ordinance provide for special meetings. ` 

SEC. 12. No member of the city council shall be eligible to any 
office within the gift of the city council, during the term for which 
he was elected, nor shall he be interested, directly or indirectly, 
in the profits of any contract, job, work or services to be performed 
for the city. : 

Seo. 13. The mayor shall be the presiding officer of the city 
council when present, and shall give the casting vote when there 
is a tie, and in his absence ‘the council may appoint a president pro 
tempore from their own body. 

SEC. 14. The mayor shall sign all ordinances passed by a ma- 
jority of all the aldermen, and the recorder shall attest the same, 
and before they take effect they shall be published in one or more 
newspapers printed in the city ; and they shall also be recorded in 
a book to be kept for that purpose, and each and every ordinance 
in said book shall be signed by the mayor and attested by the re- 
corder. a 

Seo. 15. The mayor shall be a conservator of the peace within 
the city, and ex officio justice of the peace, and is invested with ex- 
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clusive original jurisdiction, for the violation of the city ordinances, 
and with criminal jurisdiction of offenses against the laws of the 
territory committed within the city, in the same manner as justices 
of the peace; he shall not be disqualified from acting in such judi- 
cial capacity by reason of the proceedings heing in the name or in 
behalf of the city, and he shall be entitled to demand and receive 
as mayor the same fees as are allowed by law to justices of the 
eace, 

Sec. 16. The marshal shall be a conservator of the peace, and 
the executive officer of the mayor’s court, aud shall execute and 
return all processes directed to him by the mayor, and in cases for 
the violation of tke city ordinances and of the criminal laws of the 
territory, may execute the same in any part of the county, and he 
shall have the same authority within the city to quell riots and 
disturbances, to prevent crimes and to arrest offenders that the 
sheriff has within his county, and my, in the same cases and under 
the same penalties, require the aid of citizens, and perform all du- 
ties imposed by the city council. He may, with the approval of 
the council, appoint one or more deputies, for whose official con- 
duct he shall be responsible. For the service of legal process 
he shall be entitled to the same fees as a constable, and for service 
required by the council such compensation as it may allow. 

Src. 17. The treasurer, recorder, assessor, tax collector and 
marshal shall give such bonds, perform such duties and exercise 
such powers as may be required of them by ordinance, not incon- 
sistant with law, which bond shall be approved by the council and 


~—filed with the mayor. 


Src. 18. It shall be the duty of the recorder to keep a true 
record of all the proceedings of the city council, and such record 
shall be open in all business hours to the inspection of any citizen. 

Src. 19. The mayor, recorder, marshal, tax collector, treasurer 
and assessor shall respectively take an oath to support the consti- 
tution of the United States and the laws of this territory, and faith- 
fully and impartially to perform their duty to the best of their 
knowledge and ability. The oath of office may be administered by 
the mayor or recorder, and in the transaction of the business of 
the corporation, those officers and the president, for the time being, 
may administer oaths, which shall have the same effect as if ad- 
ministered by any other judicial officer. 

Src. 20. The compensation of the city officers shall not exceed 
the following sums: For the mayor, $200; each alderman, $50; 
the assessor, $150; the recorder, $200. But the recorder and mar- 
shal shall be allowed such; additional compensation as the nature 
of their services may entitle them to. The tax collector shall be 
allowed commissions as follows: On all moneys by him collected 
(except school funds) unde $3,000, ten (10) per cent., over $3,000 
and under $5,000, six (6) per cent., over $5,000 and under $10,000, 
four (4) per cent., over $10,000 two (2) per cent. On school mon- 
eys under $5,000, two (2) per cent., on school moneys over $5,000, 
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one (1) per cent. The treasurer may be allowed commissions on 
moneys paid into his hands, two per cent. on all except school 
funds, and on school funds, one per cent. The council shall fix, by 
ordinance, the manner of estimating and paying commissions. 

SEC. 21. It shall be the duty of the council to annually appoint 
a tax collector, who shall, previous to taking the tax books for col- 
lection, execute a bond payable to said city, in such sum as the 
said city council may direct, with good and sufficient sureties for 
the faithful discharge of his duties, and the council may further 
appoint, during its pleasure, street commissioners, clerk of market, 
city supervisors, health officers and such other officers as it may be. 
deemed advisable, and may prescribe their duties, powers and qual- 
ifications, and may provide for the election of any such officer by 
the citizens. 

Seo. 22. When a vacancy occurs in any of the elective offices, 
the council may fill the vacancy by appointment, until the next 
election and qualification of a successor. 

Sec. 23. The city council is invested with authority to make 
ordinances to secure the inhabitants against fire, against violation 
of the public peace, to suppress riots, gambling, drunkenness, 
houses of ill-fame, and indecent behavior in public places, and in 
general to provide for the safety and good order of the city, and 
the health, morals, comfort and convenience of the inhabitants, and 
to impose penalties for the violation of its ordinances, not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars for each offense; and the laws of the ter- 
ritory relative to conveying into effect a judgment of the justice of 
the peace imposing a fine, shall be applicable to judgments in the 
above cases; and the mayor is hereby vested with authority, in all 
cases of the violation of the city ordinances, or the penal laws of 
the territory, where a justice of the peace has jurisdiction, upon 
information filed upon oath, to issue a warrant in the name of the 
territory, and to arrest such persons as tor crime, and proceed sum- 
marily to hear and determine the case, and impose such penalty as 
shall be by ordinance fixed, or as may be prescribed by the laws of 
the territory, and to issue execution thereon. If default be made 
in the payment of the penalty imposed, and if.an execution be 
issued and returned by the proper officer “no property found,” he 
may sentence any such person convicted to work on the streets or 
highways for a period not to exceed six months, said sentence to 
be carried into execution in such manner as the mayor shall direct, 
and no appeal shall be allowed trom the judgment of mayor or a jus- 
tice of the peace in the cases of the violation of city ordinances 
when the fine does not exceed twenty-five dollars ; ‘provided, that 
no appeal shall be allowed in any case unless the defendant shall 
first deposit with the mayor or justice the amount of costs assessed 
against him or her, which costs shall be refunded in case the judg- 
ment shall be reversed. 

SEC. 24. The city council is authorized to establish fire compa- 
nies, and provide them with fire engines, hose and other apparatus, 
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and by ordinance prescribe the manner of constructing flues, chim- 
neys, stove-pipes, or other conductors of the smoke or gases from 
any warming or other fire apparatus in any building within said city, 
and when such chimneys, flues, pipes or other conductors, from 
any warming or fire apparatus shall, in the opinion of the fire war- 
den, be in a condition to endanger by fire the property in which 
the same is situated, or contiguous thereto, the council shall order 
the same to be put in proper repair or condition, by or at the ex- 
pense of the owner thereof, or remove the same, and on his or her 
failure to comply with such order, he or she shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding one hundred dollars, to be collected as other penal- 
ties under the provisions of this act, and the city marshal of said 
city shall be ex officio fire warden, and shall have the authority to 
carry out the ordinances of the council in that behalf enacted. 

SEC. 25. The city council shall regulate the keeping and sale of 
gun-powder within the city, and may, in its discretion, fix the rate 
of license for concerts, circuses, shows, theatres, billiard or bagatelle 
tables, bowling alleys, butcher shops, peddlers, auctioneers or any 
legitimate business; provided, that no charge shall be made for 
exhibitions of a purely scientific character, and that the council 
shall not license lotteries, gift enterprises, or any business which 
common report construes to be gambling. The city council shall 
have exclusive authority to regulate the keeping of and traffic in ` 
malt, vinous and spirituous liquors, or may prohibit the same within 
said city, and said council may impose @ license fee not exceeding 
one, thousand dollars per annum, for the manufacture or sale of such 
liquors, and all license moneys or fines, under this section, shall be 
paid into the city school fund. No person shall be allowed, under 
any pretext whatever, to open or keep any place for the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors until he or she shall have first obtained the license 
therefor prescribed by the city ordinances under this act; and any 
person charged with violating the provisions of this section, or any 
ordinance under it, shall be tried by a jury of six freeholders, if the 
accused shall so demand, before a mayor or a justice of the peace 
within the city, and if found guilty, he or she shall be fined not less 
than twenty-five, nor more than one hundred dollars, and from a 
judgment rendered after such jury trial, there shall be no appeal. 
The jury provided herein shall be obtained as follows: The mayor 
or justice shall write in a panel the names of twelve persons, and 
when the time of trial has arrived, the defendant or his attorney 
may strike therefrom six names, and the six remaining shall con- 
stitute the jury to try the case. 

SEC. 26. The city council may make all necessary ordinances in 
relation to the cleanliness or health of the city; may regulate the 
system of cartage, drayage, hacks and omnibuses within the city, 
and may issue licenses therefor, and may prohibit hogs and other 
animals from running at large within the city. 

Src. 27. The council shall provide by ordinances for the keep- 
ing of the public moneys of the city, and the manner of disbursing 
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the same, and shall cause all claims against the city to be audited, 
and all city officers shall be accountable to the city council in such 
manner as it directs. The council shall publish annually a particu- 
lar statement of the receipts and expenditures of the city, and of 
all debts owing to or by the same. . 

SEOC. 28. The council shall have the exclusive authority to make 
necessary surveys, to establish the grade of all streets, alleys and 
wharves in the city, and may change the same upon the petition of 
the owners of two-thirds of the value of the real estate upon both 
sides of the street. E ~ 

SEO. 29. The city council shall have the title to, and full control 
of the streets, alleys, public grounds, wharves, squares, parks and 
commons belonging to the city, and may provide for the improve- 
ment of the same at the public expense, and may cause sidewalks 
to be paved in the same, and may require owners of lots to lay or 
constract pavements of such width and material as may be pre- 
scribed by ordinance of the council along the street line of their 
respective lots, and in case of neglect, after a reasonable time to 
comply with such requirements, the estimated cost of such pave- 
ments shall be assessed on the lots named in the order, which shall 
have the same force aiid effect of a tax levied thereon, and the 
same shall be sold therefor as for a tax, subject to the same right 
of redemption. 

Sc. 30. When tie owners of two-thirds in value of the real 
estate on both sides of any street shall petition the council, it shall 
have authority to levy a tax of not exceeding one per centum on 
the property contiguous to said street, to be expended in grading 
and improving the same. 

Sec. 31. The city council is authorized to levy and collect taxes 
not exceeding one-half of one per centum on all taxable property 
within the city for general purposes of the city, according to the 
laws of the territory; and a further tax not to exceed two mills 
upon the dollar for a sinking tund, to pay off bonds heretofore, or 
which may hereafter be authorized to be issued by authority of law 
for the extinguishment of the outstanding indebtedness of said 
city, and shall levy annually the taxes provided for by special 
enactment of the legislative assembly for the redemption ot cen- 
tral high school bonds, and such further taxes for the support of 
schools, not exceeding ten mills on the dollar as may be demanded 
by the requisition of the board of education. The council may 
also iu its discretion levy a tax annually of two mills on the dollar, 
to carry out the provisions of section twenty four hereot, which 
said tax when levied and collected shall be used for no other pur- 
pose whatever. l l 

Sro. 32. The city assessor shall enter upon his duties on or 
before the first Monday in June of each year, and shall return his 
assessment roll to thecity council at its first sitting in August, and 
said roll shall embrace a valuation upon each lot, or part of lot, 
where there are two or more distinct titles within such lot, separately, E 
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with as far as possible to obtain them, the names of the owners 
set over ‘against their respective lots; an alphabetical list of the 
persons against whom personal property is assessed, and a list of 
persons against whom a poll tax is to be levied; and each column 
of valuation shall be footed up. The city counci! shall, upon 
receipt of the roll, proceed to levy the taxes for the year by an 
ordinance which shall be published in all the newspapers of the 
city four weeks; and any peison deeming himself aggrieved by the 
assessment shall appear before the council, within that time of pub- 
lication, and ask for a correction of such assessmeut or be thereafter 
barred from such remedy; at the expiration of four weeks from 
the first publication of the tax ordinance, the recorder shall take 
the assessment roll and proceed to make up the tax book which 
shall be completed, and by the mayor placed in the hands of the 
tax collector on or before the first day of December following, and 
thereupon the tax collector shall notify the public by advertisement 
of his readiness to collect taxes. In all other matters pertaining 
to the collection of taxes by voluntary payment, or by distress and 
sale, and for the sale of property for delinquent taxes, the rules 
of the revenue laws of the territory shall govern the collector the 
same as if otherwise especially applied. 

Sec. 33. The council are authorized to borrow money fo: any 
object in their discretion, 1f, at a regular or special election, after 
twenty days’ public notice, stating distinctly the nature and object 
of the loan and the amount thereof, the voters, by two-thirds of the 
legal votes at such election, shall determine in favor of said loan, 
but the loan shall in no case be diverted from the specified object. 

SEC. 34. All road tax which may be levied on any property in 
said city, in lieu of labor or otherwise, shall be paid to the proper . 
authorities of said city for the improvement of the streets thereof. 

SEC. 35. Any person being a resident of said city, subject by 
the laws of the territory to work on roads and highways, shall be 
required to do and perform such work, or cause the same to be done, 
under the direction of the proper authorities, upon the streets of 
said city or upon the public roads leading thereto, as the authori- 
ties may direct. The city council shall have exclusive jurisdiction 
within the limits of the city. 

Sec. 36. The city council may employ a civil engineer or any 
attorney at law to perform any special service required by the city, 
who shall be allowed such compensation as may be agreed uporat’ 
the time of making the contract for their services. 

Src. 37. The city council is authorized to establish the rates and 
provide for the collection of wharfage and charges for the use of 
the wharf or levee, and shall provide that the net proceeds of all 
moneys so collected shall be applied to and expended for the 
improvement of the wharf and for no other purpose whatever. 

Sec. 38. The tax collector of said Nebraska City shall pay into 
said city treasury all moneys, warrants and scrip received for 
taxes in said city, in the same funds in which the same were 
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received, and if he shall pay into said treasury any scrip, warrants 
or other evidence of city indebtedness, in lieu of money by bim 
received for taxes or from any other sources, he shall, upon convic- 
tion thereof, before any court having jurisdiction of the same, for- 
feit and pay the sum of five hundred dollars, and be sentenced to 
the penitentiary not less than one year: 

SEC. 39. All ordinances passed by the city council which are 
not inconsistent with the organic act and the acts, of the legislative 
assembly of the territory of Nebraska, shall have the same force 
and effect within the limits of said Nebraska City as the statutes 
of the territory, and the book of ordinances provided for in-section 
fourteen of this act, or an authenticated copy, under the seal of the 
city, of any ordinance therein written, may be read in evidence in 
any court of this territory. 

SEC. 40. An act approved December 31, 1857, an act- approved 
December 22, 1859, an act approved January 11, 1861, an act 
approved Jauuary 9, 1862, an act approved February 13, 1865, and 
all acts or parts of acts amendatory of the act entitled “an act to 
consolidate the corporations of Nebraska City, South Nebraska 
City and Kearney City, and incorporate Nebraska City,” approved 
December 31, 1857, and an act approved February 12, 1866, be and 
the same are hereby repealed. , 

SEC. 41. This act shall be in force and take effect from and 
alter its passage; and a certified copy of this act, furnished by the 
secretary of the territory, shall be published in all the newspapers 
of Nebraska City. f

To incorporate the Nebraska Mining and Manufacturing Company. 


SECTION 1. Beit enacted by the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Territory of Nebraska, and it is hereby enacted by the au- 
thority of the same, That J. R. Hardenbergh, F. F. Hardenbergh, 
J. S. Gregory, jr., S. B. Linderman and E. H. Hardenbergh, and 
their successors, associates and assigns, be and they are hereby 
created a body corporate by the name and style of the Nebraska 
Mining and Manufacturing Company, and by that name and style 
shall be capable in law of contracting and being contracted with, of 
sueing and being sued, defending and being defended against in all 
courts of law and eqity, and in all matters whatsoever, with full 
power to acquire, hold, occupy, lease and enjoy all such real and 
personal property as, may be necessary in the prosecution, operation 
and usefulness of the work of said company, and they may have and 
use a common seal and the same alter at their pleasure, and may 
ordain and establish all such by-laws, rules and regulations as by 
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the board of directors may be deemed necessary for the good gov- 
érnment of said company, its officers, agents and employees, and 
the prudent and efficient management of the affairs of the company 
aforesaid. The concerns of said company shall be managed by a 
board of directors not exceeding seven (7) in number, who shall be 
shareholders. 

The object and business of the company shall be to ascer- 
tain, by practical tests and operations, the mineral deposits and 
resources in Lancaster, Seward and Saunders counties, and in such

Hays, George F. Blachard, Theron Nye and James Orchard, their 
associates, successors and assigns, be and the same are hereby 
created a body corporate, with powers of perpetual succession, un- 
der the name and style of “The Fremont Ferry and Bridge Com- 
pany,” and by that name and style shall be competent to contract 
and be contracted with, to sue and be sued, to plead and be im- 
pleaded in all courts and places whatsoever, to use a common seal, 
and to purchase, hold, or dispose of such amount of real estate as 
may be necessary to secure and carry into effect the objects and 
purposes of this act. 

SEC. 2. The capital stock of said company shall be divided into 
shares of one hundred dollars each, and shall not exceed the sum” 
' of one hundred thousand dollars, and each stockholder shall be 
entitled to one vote, in person or by proxy, for each share owned 
by him in the stock of said company. 

Sec. 3. The above named persons, or a majority of them, are 
hereby authorized to open subscription books for stock in said

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Incorporate the South Nebraska Railroad Company, approved Jan- 
uary 11, A. D. 1861, be amended so as to read as follows: The 
Said company are authorized and empowered to locate and, from 
time to time, to alter, change, relocate, construct, reconstruct, and 
fully to finish, perfect and maintain a railroad with one or more 
tracks, commencing at a point on the west bank of the Missouri 
River, within four miles of the mouth of South Table Creek, where 
the same empties into said river, then westerly, as nearly as prac- 
ticable, in the county of Otoe, and thence to Salt Creek, thence west 
up the valley of the Platte River, and cross said river at any point 
and intersect with the Union Pacifice Railroad ; and said company 
are further authorized to extend said railroad up Salt Creek to 
Blue River, theice down the Blue River to the Kansas line in the 
direction of Fort Riley. The said company are further authorized 
to run and operate said railroad, and shall have power and author- 
ity to regulate the time and manner in which goods and effeets and 
persons shall be transported on the same, and to prescribe the 
manner in which said railroad shall be used, and the rate of toll 
for the transportation of persons or property thereon, and shall 
have power to provide all necessary stock and materials for the 
operation of said road, to erect depots, statious and shops, and 
other buildings for the use of said road; and said company shall 
have the right to enter into and contract with the Council Bluffs 
and St. Joseph Railroad Company for the crossing of freight, pas- 
Sengers and property from the said Council Bluffs and St. Joseph 
Railroad, and for the transfer of persons, freight and property from 
the Nebraska side of the Missouri River to the Iowa side, and from 
the Iowa side to the Nebraska side ot said river, and for this pur- 
pose may keep and maintain a ferry across the Missouri River, at a 
point on the Missouri River where South Table Creek empties into 
the same, and for a distance of three miles above and three miles 
below said point; and shall have the power’ and authority to fix 
and regulate the rates of ferriage for the transportation of freights 
and passengers, and shall have the exclusive privilege to keep, run 
and maintain said ferry for the crossing of railroad freights and 
passengers, and for the transfer of property and persons from one 
bank to the other of the river within said limits; provided, said 
railroad ferry shall never charge a greater sum for the ferriage of 
others than railroad freights and passengers than shall be, from 
time to ‘time, fixed and allowed by the county commissioners of 
Otoe county for other ferries within said limits. 
Src. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

That section three of said act as printed be amended 
by adding after the word “ fifty,” in the second line of said section, 
the following words: ‘ Exclusive of such members who, after hav- 
ing served seven years, shall be regarded as honorary members.” 

SEC. 3. That section four of said act, as printed, be amended

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Territory of Nebraska, That Alfred Burley, Ezra Mil- 
lard, George W. Frost, Joel T. Griffin, J. W. Paddock, C. S. Chase, 
Geo. M. O’Brien, J. R. Meridith, R. A. Bird, E. B. Chandler, John 
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McCormick, Augustus Kountze, Wm. Ruth, J. Frank Coffman, 
A. J. Hanscom and David Butler, be and they are hereby created 
and constituted a body corporate and politic, by the name of * The 
Omaha Horse Railway Company,” with all the powers and author- 
ity incident to railroad corporations within the territory or under 
the laws thereof; provided, that the said corporation shall, within 
two years from the granting of this charter, have at least one mile 
of said horse railroad completed and in running order, together 
with the necessary depots, cars, and all other equipments necessary 
for the running of the atoresaid road. 

Sec. 2. The said corporation is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to lay out, construct, maintain and operate a single or double 
track railway, with all necessary and convenient tracks for turn- 
outs, switches, side tracks, together with all depot and all other 
appendages as are incident thereto, in the city of Omaha, and in, 
on, over and along such street or streets, highway or highways, 
bridge or bridges, river or rivers, within the present or future limits 
of the said city ot Omaha, or within five miles adjacent thereto, as 
said company may order or direct for the uses herein specified, but 
said company shall not build a track through, or occupy, except 
for crossing purposes, Fourteenth street or any other street through 
which any railroad company has already obtained the right of way, 
and said company hereby incorporated shall not be liable for the 
loss of any baggage or packages, or other articles carried on the 
said railway, kept in and under the care of its owner, his or her 
servant or agent. 

Sec. 3. The capital stock of said corporation shall be one hun- 
dred thousand dollars, and may be inereased from time to time at 
the pleasure of the stockholders and directors of said corporation, 
not to exceed one million dollars. The stock’ shall be divided into 
shares of one hundred dollars each, and be issued and transferred 
in such manner and upon such conditions as the board of directors 
of said corporation may direct. 

SEC. 4. All the corporate powers of said corporation shall be 
vested in and exercised by a board of directors, and such officers 
and agents as said board shall appoint. The first board of direct- 
ors shall consist of a majority of the corporators herein named, to 
be elected at their first meeting, and the directors so elected shall 
hold their office for the term of one year from the time of their 
election, and until their successors are elected and qualified, and 
thereafter the stockholders shall select of their number five who 
shall be directors for the term above stated. The directors may 
also adopt such by-laws, rules and regulations for the government 
of said corporation and the management of its affairs and business 
as they may think proper, not inconsistent with the laws of this 
territory. 

SEO. 5. Nothing herein shall authorize the running of locomo- 
tives or cars propelled by steam, or to permit the cars of any other 
railroad company whatever to run along or upon the railway of 
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this company hereby incorporated, and the said corporators, their 
successors or assigrs, shall have the exclusive right for fifty years 
from the first day of January, A. D. 1867, to build, erect and operate 
horse railways within the city of Omaha and five miles adjacent 
thereto, and the said corporation may purchase, hold, mortgage 
and convey real estate for the interest or use of said company 
whenever, in the opinion of the directors thereof, it is deemed 
advisable or needful so to do; provided, that at the end of fifty 
years the said road and depots and other equipments shall revert 
to the city of Omaha. 

The first meeting of the corporators herein named shall be holden 
on the first day of May, A. D. 1867, at the Omaha National Bank, 
in said city of Omaha, and at that time books shall be opened for 
subscriptions to the stock of said company, under such regulations 
-as said corporators may establish. 

This act shall be deemed a public act, and shall take effect and 
be in force trom and after its passage; provided, that this charter 
may be amended whenever the legislature of the territory of Ne- 
braska Shall see proper.

Amend section three of an act entitled “an act to incorporate 
the city of Plattsmouth,” approved March 14, 1565, so that it shall 
read as follows: The legislative authority of the city is vested in 
a city council, consisting of 'a mayor and board of aldermen, com- 
posed of not less than five nor more than seven, to be determmed 
by ordinance of the city council. j Amend section eight of said act 
so that it shall read as follows: That the qualified voters shail, on 
the first Monday in April, in the year 1861, and every year there- 
after, hold a city election for the purpose of electing a mayor, board

Amend section five of an act entitled an act to amend 
an act entitled an act to incorporate the city of Plattsmouth, ap- 
proved March 14, 1855, approved January 11, 1861, so that it shall 
read as follows: The city council are hereby authorized to establish 
and organize fire companies and provide them with fire engiues, 
hose and other apparatus; to regulate the keeping and sale of gun- 
powder within the corporate limits of the city, and they shall have 
the exclusive and perpetual power to grant all ferry licenses within 
the city limits and regulate the same by ordinance; provided, that 
they shall not have the power to grant the exclusive and perpetual 
privilege to any one person or company; but may grant licenses to 
any parties or companies, if application be made and the require- 
ments of this law complied with; provided, further that the said 
city council shall grant no license infringing on the mghts of others 
under ferry charters heretofore granted. In case of granting licen- 
ses, they shall prescribe the precise limits, for which each license is 
granted and a non-compliance of the parties so licensed, with the 
rules and regulations prescribed by the city ordinances shall be 
deemed a good and sufficient reason for the annulling ot the licenses 
so granted. No license shall be granted for a longer time than five 
years, and the party so licensed shall be required to pay not less 
than twenty-five dollars annually, in United States currency, into 
the treasury of the city, for the use of the common school fund, 
and to be used for no other purpose. 

Sec. 11. All moneys arising from the granting of licenses of 
any and all kinds, shall be paid into the school fund of the eity, 
for the use and support of common schools; provided, however, 
that the city council may, for the purpose of sustaining and sup- 
porting a police force in the city, charge such additional license to 
saloon keepers as they may deem proper.

Mining and Manufacturing Company ;”’ and by that name and style 
shall have power to acquire, possess, hold, enjoy, sell and dispose 
of real and personal property for the purpose hereinafte? men- 
tioned; to have and to use a common seal at their pleasure, to sue 
and be sued in law or in equity, and to exercise all the powers 
necessary to carry into full effect the objects and purposes of this 
company.

act. 

SEC. 2. Said commissioners or a majority of them shall, on or 
before the first day of May, 1867, meet in the city of Plattsmouth, 
and organize by the appointment of a president, secretary and 
treasurer, and cause to be opened books for the subscription of 
stock in said company, at such places and under such rules as they 
may prescribe, in accordance with the provisions of this act. The 
treasurer shall enter into bonds and give security for the faithful 
performance of his duties, in such sum as the commissioners shall 
deem necessary.

Said company are hereby authorized and empowered to 
locate, construct and fully complete a railroad and telegraph line as

AN ACT 
To incorporate the Forest City, Salt Creek and Elkhorn Ferry Company. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Council and House of Represen- | 
tatives of the Territory of Nebraska, That Matthew J. Shields, Westly 
Knight, Wm. F. Crawford, John F. Barrows and George N. Craw- 
ford, their successors, associates and assigns, are constituted a 
body corporate and politic under the name and style of ‘ The For- 
est City, Salt Creek and Elkhorn Ferry Company,” and by such 
name and style to remain and have succession for ten years, with 
power to contract and be contracted with, sue and be sued, plead 
and be impleaded in the several courts of this territory, to acquire 
and hold by purchase, or otherwise, all kinds of property, real, per- 
Sonal or mixed, which may be necessary to successfully carry on 
the business of said company, and to dispose of and convey the 
same at pleasure; to have and use a common seal and change the 
same at pleasure; and may make by-laws and establish rules and 
regulations necessary-for the management of its affairs in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act; provided always, that this 
act shall confer no banking powers. 

SEC. 2. The capital stock of said company shall be five thousand 
dollars, and shall be divided into shares of fifty dollars each, certifi- 
cates of which to be issued and made transferable as the by-laws of 
said company may direct. 

SEC. 3. As soon as twenty per cent. of the capital stock of said 
company shall be subscribed for and paid in, the holders of such 
stock may elect a board of directors, not exceeding five in number, 
who shall be shareholders, and who shall serve until the first day 
of January, eighteen hundred and sixty-eight, and annually there- 
after, to wit: on the first day of January, each year, the said share- 
holders shall meet and choose, from among their number, said board 
of directors.

Beit enacted by the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Lerritory of Nebraska, That from and after the first day 
of April, A. D. 1867, all swine shall be restrained from running at 
large within the limits of the territory of Nebraska, cxcept the 
counties of Burt, Dakota, Dixon, Cedar and L’eau-qui-court. 

Src. 2. That all damages to property, committed by such stock 
running at large, shall be paid by the owner of said stock; and the 
person whose property is damaged thereby shall have a lien upon 
said trespassing animals for the full amount of damages and costs.

AN ACT 
To restrain stock from running at large in Nemaha county. 


SECTION 1. Be it-enacted by the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Territory of Nebraska, That it shall not be lawful for 
horses, cattle, mules, sheep and swine to run at large in Nemaha- 
county, between the hours of sunset and sunrise. 

Src. 2. If any of the above mentioned stock shall break into 
any enclosure, or otherwise do damage during the night, the owner 
of such stock shall pay all damages, and the party injured shall 
have a lien upon the trespassing animals until such damages are 
paid, and no previous exemption law shall prevent such trespass- 
ing animals from being sold for damages accruing under this act. ` ` 

SEC. 3. When two parties fail to agree as to the amount of dam- 
ages done, they shall submit the cause to three arbitrators, each 
party choosing one man, and the two men thus chosen shall choose 
a third, and if ¢ither party shall willfully neglect or refuse to sub- 
mit the case to arbitration, then the nearest justice of the peace 
shall, upon application, appoint three persons, and the persons thus 
chosen or appointed shall proceed to examine and decide the case, 
and no court shall entertain for trial any case that has been tried 
before such arbitrators unless the party intending to prosecute shall 
have given written notice to the adverse party of such intention, 
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within ten days after the decision of the arbitrators is rendered, 
and shall give security to the court for the payment of all damages 
and costs that may accrue. 

“SEC. 4. The arbitrators shall make their decision in writing, 
with their names subscribed thereto, and the agreement of two of 
them shall be sufficient for a valid decision. 

SEC. 5. The arbitrators shall be entitled to receive one dollar 
each for their Services, to be paid by the party against whom the 
decision is given; provided, that if the amount of damages awarded 
does not exceed the amount that has been offered previous to the 
day of trial, then, in that case, the cost(s) shall be paid by the op- 

ebosite party. 

Src. 6. If the damages are not paid, or satisfactory security

Your memorialists believing that justice will be done our brave 
men, and confidently relying on the wisdom of congress, pray the 
passage of an act granting unto the men who enlisted from this 
territory in the service of the United States army, for the purpose 
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of suppressing the late rebellion, a bounty such as has been given 
to troops from the several states, or in lieu thereof the right to take 
and acquire the title to one hundred and sixty acres of land of the 
public domain, now remaining unappropriated, and as in duty bound 
your memorialists will ever pray. 

Resolved, That a copy of this memorial and joint resolution be 
sent to the delegate from this territory in Washington, and that he 
be requested to use his influence to secure the passage of an act in 
accordance with the prayer of this memorial.

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled : 


We, your memorialists, the council and house of representa- 
tives of the territory of Nebraska, would respectfully represent to 
your honorable bodies, that the extinguishment of the Otoe and 
Missouri Indians’ title to a certain tract of land in the territory of 
Nebraska, situated as follows, to wit: Commencing two miles west 
of the western line of Pawnee county, on the line between Kansas 
and Nebraska, and running west twenty miles, thence north eight 
miles, thence east twenty miles, thence south eight miles to the 
point of starting; and that the said tract of land shall revert back 
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to the general government, to be disposed of in the same manner 
as other public lands. We would further state that said Indian 
reservation is surrounded by a populous and fertile country. And, 
further, that the said Otoe and Missouri Indians will not cultivate 
the land on such reservation, nor is the game on said reservation 
to an extent sufficient to keep ten persons for any length of time. 
We would therefore recommend their consolidation with some other 
tribe, whose reservation lies further in the interior, and where they 
. will have better facilities. 

Your memorialists therefore earnestly recommend and pray that 
said Indian title to these lands, as above set forth, be extinguished 
by your honorable bodies, and have the lands brought into market 
as soon as possible. 

Resolved, That the secretary of the territory, the honorable A. 
S. Paddock, be respectfully requested te transmit a copy of this 
memorial and joint resolution to our delegate or member in con- 
gress, who is hereby requested to use his influence to obtain the 
result prayed for in this memorial.
